Nine persons 
were killed today 


when their twin — engine plane 
crashed in a rainstrom with 
a 


•teerrific jar and terrible explo- 
sion" on an Indiana farm across 
the river from Louisville, Ky. 


The Lockheed plane owned by 


the Crane Plumbing Co. of Chi- 
cago was carrying exequtives of 
the firm to a plumbing and heat- 
ing convention in Louisville. 


The craft was only a few min- 


utes away from Stndiford Field 
in Louisville when it nosed down, 
witnesses said, and crashed into 
<he muddy field at a 45 degree 
Agle. 


State and Jeffersonville police 


had recovered nine bodies from 
the wreckage which was spread 
over a 100 yard area in a semi- 
swamp area. 


State police first identified one 


body as that of Charles E. Ton- 
ner of Chicago. 


State police later made these 


other identifications: Rany Mulk- 
rean, the pilot; J. A. Murry, J. A. 
Breycr George W. Irwin and G. G. 
B/hdholm, all of Chicago. 


The pilot talked with Standiford 


field 
in Louisville at 10:34 a. m. 


CDT, 
and 11 minutes later the 


plane fell to the ground. 


Mrs. Nancy M'ontz, 
who lived 


300 yards from where the plane 
crashed into a tree and then bur- 
ied itself in the mud against a 
fence, said she saw the plane start 


' to fall. Other witnesses said it hit 


with a "terrific jar and terrible

Experimenting 
With a New 
Rose Here 
Rose lovers will be interested in 


seeing M'iriam's Climber, a 
new 


pink climbing rose for Arkansas, 
being grown this year for the firsl 
time in Hempstead County by Mrs. 
Lorraine B. Wylie, home demon- 
stration agent, at 707 South Elm. 


Mrs. Wylie is growing the rose 


for the University of Arkansas to 
test its adaptability to the climate 
in this section of Arkansas, its re- 
sistance to powdery 
mildew and 


black spot. 


Miriam's Climber was bred by 


Dr. H. R. Rosen, Department of 
Plant Pathology, at the University 
of Arkansas in May, 1941, 
at the 


Main Experiment Station at Fay- 
etteville, after a total of 615 cross- 
es were made, using a native wild 
rose and a small bush hybird tea 
rose. 


Miriam's Climber 
is classified 


as a pink climber since pink is 
the prevalent color when the blos- 
soms are open. However, the young 
opening buds are usually ^n apri- 
cot or peach color, which is grad- 
ually replaced by deep pink in the 
lower half of the petals (next to 
the receptable) as the buds unfurl 
to fully open blossoms, and by light 
pink or shell pink in the upper part 
of the petals. 
A freshly 
opened 


blossom would 
probably be con- 


sidered as peach-pink in color. 


The coloring is much more pro- 


nounced than in New Dawn or in 
Dr. W. Van Fleet, The 
average 


open blossom is larger in size, of- 
ten measuring 4 inches in diame- 
ter. It has a pronounced rose fra- 
grance of the old hybird tea Lady 
Margaret Stewart. 


The medium to large ovoid bud 


gives rise to 30 
or more curved 


petals. The blossoms are usually 
arranged in medium to large clus- 
ters of from 6 to 20 or more buds. 
The stems bearing single clusters 
are often a foot or more long. It 
has sufficient strength to hold blos- 
soms upright, making it an attrac- 
tive cut flower variety, However, 
as a cut flower, 
its blossoms jast 


no longer than those of the average 
hybird tea. 


Probably due to the 
relatively 


large number of buds per cluster 
and the fact that the buds open 
at different times, 
the blooming 


period is usually prolonged, usual- 
ly from the middle of May to the 
middle of July. It is not a recur- 
rent or 
"ever blooming "variety. 


However, it usually produces as 
many blossoms in its period 
of 


bloom as so-called "everblo.omjng" 
varieties \ylU produce throughout 
the growing season.

West to Follow 
'Example'

MOSCOW W) —Russia has 
told 


the world it will cut is

forces by 1,200.000 men within the 
next year and challenged the Big 
Three Western Powers to

The new cut apparently

about to a level with those of the 
United States. The'best 
figures 


available to the West credited the 
Soviet military with 4'/2 million 
men in 
1955. Since 
then, it has 


reported 640,000 men demobilized. 
As of March 1 the United States 
had 2,850,000 in its armed forces. 


In Washington, a White 
House 


spokesman said the'Soviet move 
would have more significance 
if 


the. Russians had been more co- 
operative at -the London disarm- 
ament- talks. The State Depart- 
ment viewed the move as a switcli 
from military • to economic meth- 
ods of seeking world domination.
